At the bame time, it is 
stated oy dispatches that three nail fac- 
tories at JPittsbnrg, and tho c.'pper work 
of Hussey & Co., have started up again, 
and that Lucy Fnrna:o l?o. 3 will proba- 
bly start next wees. 


In some other parts o£ the country 


there bavo been stoppages of works, 
strikes and reduction of wages, but on 
the whole, tho prospects are better than 
they were early in the winter. When 
tbe building season begins in the spring, 
there will be no doubt a marked revival 
of business especially among the iron 
mills and furnaces.

Mr. Wells went down to his ofllco Sunday 


and roinaitidod there about two 
hours. 


Shortly after his return homo Mrs, Wolls 
noticed tlmt hor husband was passing into 
nn unconscious condition, and hastily sum- 
moned medical assi-tance.
